BULLETIN OUT 


The annual Adams county school 
bulletin for 
November, 
1938, 
has 
been issued by County S uperintend­ 
ent Ira 
Y. Baker and A ssistant 
Superintendent Marshy 
C. 
Little, 
The 52-page pa per-bound booklet 
contains complete inform ation on 
the public schools of the county, in­ 
cluding a state and county educa­ 
tional directory with pictures of the 
county board members; a list of the 
school teachers of the county with 
inform ation on their salaries and 
professional standing; financial re­ 
ports of the various districts; sum ­ 
m aries of im portant school laws; 
lists of high school entrants; num ­ 
bers of pupils graduated from the 
various high schools of the county 
last 
year; 
perfect 
attendance 
records, and a school calendar. 
The bulletin announces the en ­ 
tire enrollment in the public schools 
of the county, including Gettysburg, 
as of October I. 1938, at 7,250. 
Of 
th a t number 1,626 were enrolled in 
high schools. 
In the foreword to the publication 
by the county superintendent and 
his assistant, the following is in­ 
cluded; 
"Tills bulletin is an annual pub­ 
lication which concerns the work 
of the public schools of Adams 
county and Gettysburg. 
Its p u r­ 
pose 
is 
to make accessible 
to 
teachers, adm inistrators, directors 
and others Information and sta ­ 
tistics 
concerning 
th e 
public 
schools in Adams county. 
“The past year has witnessed 
m any changes in school organiza­ 
tion and adm inistration. 
We are

We are confronted

Let us face this change w ith the 
philosophy th at w hatever we do

Nine Inches 
Again Legal 
Bass L im it 


Tile fish commission cut down to­ 
day on the legal size lim it for small- 
mouth and largem outh bass, and the 
limit on fish bait. 
“Widespread approval on the part 
of anglers is anticipated through the 
board s action of reducing the legal 
size limit on sm allm outh and large- 
mouth bass from IO inches minimum 
to 9 inches m inim um ,” the commis­ 
sion said. 
“It was found during the one sea 
son period in which the 10-inch 
limit prevailed, th a t m any bass just 
short of legal size were injured seri­ 
ously and considerable loss in these 
popular species occurred. 
“In line w ith the commission's 
drive to conserve food for fish rn 
state streams, th e board moved to 
reduce the lim it on fish bait, in­ 
cluding freshw ater mussels, water 
works, helgram ites and crayfish, and 
la it fish, minnows, stone catfish and 
killiLshes. 
“Next year, a fisherm an may have 
in his possession a t any one time 35 
bait fish or 35 fish bait, instead of 
50 permitted in each classification 
this year.
